ABOUT THE COVER 

OUCH! At Universal and 20th Century Fox, stunt bottles are 
being broken by the dozens for the benefit of tourists who 
come from all parts of the U.S. to see “behind the scenes”-of 
Hollywood’s glittering studio gates. The four major tours, 
Universal City Studio Tours, 20th Century Fox, MGM and 
NBC have rolled out the red carpet in grand style. This 
summer the tours hope to see almost 2,000,000 guests pass 
through their turnstiles. Most of the happy visitors who 
throng to these attractions report, “Tours are better than 
ever!" Hollywood has entered a new era. The tourist boom. 
If business is off at the box office - build it up with a movie 
lot tour. 
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An estimated 10 million tourists will 
flock to California this summer with 
millions of dollars to spend on food, 
entertainment and the glories of the 
Golden State. When they arrive, the once 
hostle faces of studio moguls will beam 
with delight and the glittering gates of 
Hollywood’s mighty studios will swing 
open in welcome. 


TOUR TRAIL GUIDE 



None of the studios promise to show 
their visitors actual shooting unless they 
pay the $50 per person tariff one tour 
offers the carriage trade. At Universal the 
chances are very good a visitor will ‘round 
the bend of one of the backlot streets in 
his tour tram and there, standing in all his 
glory might be a bit player or fairly 
prominent actor walking along. Some 
actors dodge behind a set and wait for the 
tram to pass, others will come up and 
shake^Jfew' hands or give their auto¬ 
graphs. 

Since Universal uses it’s 410 acre lot 
constantly, tour trams frequently pass, 
“shooting sets” during the course of the 
backlot trip. If it can be arranged with 
the producer or director, the tram will 
stay at a safe distance while the cameras 
bang away and the passengers trade ex¬ 
cited glances with each other. But the 
hand of fate might turn the other way as 
well and nothing but empty or near 
empty streets and sets will greet the tram 
occjupants^ _ , 

To pickup the slack, Universal started 
a “stunt show” and animal act, plus a 
makeup demonstration and wandering 
characters from their past movie classic 
like the Phantom of the Opera. When it 
decided to open the studio doors last 
year, 20th Century Fox added a stunt 
show of their own and hired one or two 
monsters to stroll around the lot posing 
for pictures. It won’t make too much 
difference which tour you decide to take 
Aunt Minnie and the gang from Bangkor 
on - unless you don’t like walking. 

Universal has the only tram system in 
Hollywood and offers almost two hours 
of riding mixed with getting on and off 
their candy striped vehicles. Fox has only 
smiling guides and lots of walking. One of 
the biggest drawing cards at Fox is a stroll 
down the streets of Peyton Place and 
those of “Hello Dolly!” which feature a 
turn-of-the century set unequaled in 
Hollywood. The Universal backlot has the 
streets of Europe, Medicine Bow, Wyo¬ 
ming (used by “The Virginian” TV series) 
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New York and a castle tossed in for good 
measure. 

Costing $3.25 per adult, the Universal 
tour is the most expensive, it is also the 
best organized. If the budget is the most 
important factor, then the $2.50 Fox 
tour should help you hang on to some of 
your long green. 

The MGM Studio Tours, operated by 
American Sightseeing & Tours, have an 
intriguingly realistic approach. The visitor 
is shown a “working studio”, where 
entertainment is created. 

The “RED CARPET” Tour takes 
about 3Vi hours inside the studio, and the 
$7.95 charge includes gourmet 

luncheon. There is also a popular 2 hour 
“Star Studded” Tour for $3.25 

MGM is the world’s greatest entertain¬ 
ment-production center, displayed and 
explained in a down-to-earth, informative 
manner by well trained tour guides. The 
visitor rides on open-view canvas topped 
buses through the 185 acres of studio 
facilities located in Culver City. 

The hub of studio activity is Lot 1 
with 195 buildings. These contain offices, 
29 sound stages, an industrial area, com¬ 
missary, laboratories, sound facilities, 
technical buildings and scores of other 
departments important to the production 
of motion pictures. 

The MGM Music Department library, 
for example, contains approximately four 
million selections, ranking with the Lib¬ 
rary of Congress and the New York 
Public Library as one of the three largest 
in the world. The MGM Make-Up Depart¬ 
ment can change the appearance of 1200 
actors an hour and has handled as many 
as 12,000 in a single day. 

Lots 2 and 3 include over 97 acres of 
outdoor movie sets, streets and buildings 
representing architecture and back¬ 
grounds ranging from the exotic Orient to 
modern Manhattan. A world tour can be 
taken in one hour visiting these unusual 
sets. 

The artificial river for photographic 
purposes is 1200 feet long holding six 
million two hundred fifty thousand gal¬ 
lons of water. Some of the finest existing 
sets in the motion picture industry can be 
seen at MGM. Some were constructed for 
the original silent version of “Ben Hur” 
starring Francis X. Bushman and Ramon 
Navarro. 

One of the Universal tour guides re¬ 
cently explained: “When we get people 
from Los Angeles who are bringing their 
friends or relatives on a tour, they always 
tell us: ‘Oh, we live here, it’s our friends 
who come from out of town.’ ” No one 
in Hollywood wants to be mistaken for a 
tourist — except the tourists. After a tour

through one of the lots, many visitors 
begin to act as though they had been on a 
movie lot all their lives. Seeing a pile of 
rocks near the tram stop, a man from 
Indiana told his wife, “Watch me scatter 
those rubber rocks.” The “rubber” rocks 
turned out to be real ones and the man 
went home with a broken ankle. 

We enter Met{o-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios, 
on Washington Boulevard, via the famous 
gates through which celebrities and tech¬ 
nicians have entered for the past forty- 
four years. The first stop is in one of the 
27 projection rooms where you will view 
film clips of the latest releases and pic¬ 
tures in production at MGM. 

Then we proceed to the stars’, pro¬ 
ducers’ and directors’ commissary where 
a gourmet luncheon is served, topped off 
by a delicious serving of the famous MGM 
apple pie. Your host or hostess is with 
you at all times pointing out celebrities 
and well-known personages who may be 
dining in the commissary while you are 
enjoying your meal. Cameras are not 
permitted when in the commissary. 

The open-view fun bus is again 
boarded in order to tour Lot 1 and visit a 
sound stage. Then a tour proceeds to Lot 
2 where many fabulous movie sets and 
streets are visited. A rest stop is provided, 

where you may take all the pictures you 
desire. 

Lot 3 is the site of various Western 
Streets; the St. Louis Street, from the 
picture “Meet Me in St. Louis”, which is 
probably the most beautiful residential 
street existing in any studio. One also 
sees the waterfront streets, the jungle, the 
river and the areas where such recent 
films as “Ice Station Zebra”, “Live A 
Little, Love A Little”, “The Legend of 
Lylah Clare”, “The Impossible Years” 
and others have been filmed. 

Many people find that one of the best 
ways to see Hollywood in a short space of 
time is the tour which takes all day 
starting with a tour of Beverly Hills, to 
see where the stars live, then on to the 
famous Sunset Strip and Grauman’s 
Chinese Theatre, where footprints and 
handprints of the stars are perpetuated in 
concrete. The tour stops at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl and again at Farmers Market 
where you may buy your lunch. Follow¬ 
ing the meal, the tour continues at MGM 
Studios for 2 hours. Complete adult fare 
only $7.20 per person. 

All of us at American Sightseeing & 
Tours will be looking forward to greeting 
you at the world famous MGM Studios.

DENNIS CLARK 



MINIATURES 
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FOR THE MOVIES 


Costume designer, military historian, artist and writer, Dennis Clark is 
typical of the “new” Hollywood. He is part of the flood of young talent 
beating at the major studio gates, seeking their place in the sun. Far from 
offering only one specialty, Clark is outstanding in many fields. 

On these pages HOLLYWOOD STUDIO MAGAZINE is proud to 
introduce some of the exciting projects Clark has made in the past - mostly 
as a hobby which grew in popularity so fast he found himself in a business he 
didn’t want. Presently, Clark is free lancing as motion picture costume 
designer and has several projects under way. 



A marching troop of soldiers from the 
Napoleon Wars spend the rest of eternity 
marking down the roads of Europe 
thanks to the craftmanship of Dennis 
Clark and his talent for creating the tiny 
figures which seem to breath as you look 
at them. 


Fredrick Remmington often provides the 
inspiration for darks art. He frequently 
makes exact replicas of Remmington's 
masterpieces in metal. The Indian, pros¬ 
pector and horse are all cast in metal, the 
stream is clear plastic. A scene like this 
sells for $1000 and can take months to 
make. 


Dennis Clark has the largest private 
army in Western America. Divisions of 
soldiers in full battle dress or in ceremon¬ 
ial regalia stand at attention their eager 
mounts poised in mid motion — for 
Clark’s army is less than two and a half 
inches high. 

As one of the worlds master minia¬ 
turists and model builder, Clark has re¬ 
created the romantic armies of the past, 
Napoleon’s Grenadier of the Guard, civil 
war regiments, medieval knights, Aztex 
warriors, and even pirates inhabit his 
Lilliputian Kingdom. 

But don’t call them toy soldiers - his 
tiny figures, authentic to the last strand 
of braid and brass button often cost 
hundreds of dollars. A full dress Aztex 
warrior ready for battle might cost as 
little as $125. But a custom made figure 
of Don Quixote with each peice of his 
armour cast in silver and rivited with 
brass would set you back $3500. 

The biggest market for Clark’s minia¬ 
tures are movie studios who like to use 
his talents to save them money. For 
instance a naval battle set in the mid- 
1600’s could be made in a few months at 
a relatively low cost of $50,000 depend¬ 
ing on the size and complexity of the 
models needed. The real thing would cost 
millions and might take years to build. 


Once the models glide before the cameras 
it would be impossible to tell the differ¬ 
ence so perfect are Clark’s subjects. 

The road to building figures is long 
and difficult. The artist starts with hard 
wax which he molds and blends with heat 
to the rough outline approximating com¬ 
pleted size and shape. This may take a 
few hours or even days of painstaking 
effort. Since authenticity is the key to 
successful models the artist will probably 
spend almost as much time in libraries 
and museums checking colors, styles, and 
forms of garb as he does in the workshop. 

There are dozens of different shades of 
blue in military uniforms for example. A 
soldier-model would loose most of its 
value ot a dedicated collector ) if the 
wrong color should be used. Or woe unto 
the model maker who would put a 
moustache on the lip of a French noble¬ 
man in Napoleon’s armies. The best fami¬ 
lies considered the customary military 
moustache beneith their station. ' 

The facination toy figures have had on 
people date back to the Egyptians. Tiny 
wooden figures and models of soldiers 
have been found in excavated tombs. The 
largest collection in the world is presently 
housed in the Musse de l’Arrmee in Paris. 
Close to a million tiny soldiers stand at 
attention or march in the endless rows of 
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showcases. 

Todays model maker takes his finished 
wax figure to a foundry where it is cast in 
bronze, lead or other metals depending 
on his or the collectors purse. Clark will 
then spend hours more matching colors, 
adding bits of braid, guns, sabers, hats 
with real plumes, and even cutting clothes 
from lead, bending and shaping it to fit 
the body perfectly. 

The last step is detail painting. Here 
the utmost care must be exercised to 
assure exact coloration and shading for 
everything. Over the years Clark has built 
more than 50,000 figures of all descrip¬ 
tions but he admits leaning heavily on 
war subjects. As he explains, “I hate war, 
but we have to recognise that wars have 
shaped more history than any one person. 
In school they pass over them as unim¬ 
portant from the strategic standpoint. 
They are important because great people 
have grown out of them. Napoleon, 
Churchill, Eisenhower and many others.” 

Clark is not alone in his adiction to 
minature armies. Lauritz Melchior’s son 
has a collection Clark estimates at 5000 
figures worth $50,000. Eisenhower and 
Churchill both had miniature armies as 
well. Even Douglas Fairbank’s, Jnr. de¬ 
lights in the collection of the tiny 
fighting men. Louis the XIV of France 
went a step further in the pursuit of tiny 
armies - his is reported to be made of 
silver! Not to be left out, Napoleon is said 
to have planned his coronation with 
figurines. 

The mere collection of toy armies is 
not enough for most miniature buffs 
however. Instead they arrange and re¬ 
arrange historic battles, and fights pour¬ 
ing over the real life rules of war by the 
hour as they guide theoretical platoons, 
battalions and divisions into mock battle 
with each other. 

Clark has given examples of his skill 
and knowledge in the form of diorama 
figures to Prince and Princes Rainier of 
Monaco, and sold hundres of others to 
movie moguls, doctors, lawyers and just 
plain collectors. As one history buff 
explained: “This is one way you can hold 
history in your hands.” Judging from the 
pile of orders on Clark’s workshop table 
there is no shortage of people to buy his 
tiny creations so that they too can be a 
part of history — even if it means doing it 
in miniature. 


Hundreds of feet of twine and hemp is 
needed to rig a square masted man of 
war. Clark has enormous reserves of pa¬ 
tience and is dedicated to his craft of 
miniatures and replicas. 
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Finishing touches are put on a figure 
of a pirate dark has completed. Careful 
carving and shaping with hand tools plus 
hours of hand modeling and reference to 
books and pictures insure a good minia¬ 
ture.

RETURN TO H-B 

Four new network series are in pro¬ 
duction at Hanna-Barbera Studios for fall 
debuts on CBS-TV, NBC-TV and ABC-TV 
respectively for the 1968-69 television 
season. The series will constitute four- 
and-one-half-hours of programming each 
week. 

More than 200 employes have re¬ 
turned to Hanna-Barbera this April to 
begin work on them as they progress 
through the various departments. Staff 
members are returning as needs arise for 
their respective skills. 

New series include “The Wacky 
Races,” half-hour Saturday morning ser¬ 
ies for CBS-TV; “The New Adventures of 
Huck Finn,” prime-time half-hour series 
for NBC-TV; “The Banana Bunch Adven¬ 
ture Show,” hour-long series of specials 
for NBC-TV; and “The Adventures of 
Gulliver,” half-hour Saturday morning 
series for ABC-TV. 

“The New Adventures of Huck Finn” 
will debut at 7 p.m., Sunday, Sept. 15 on 
the NBC-TV network, becoming TV’s 
premiere series to combine animation 
with live action. 

The series of hour specials promised to 
revitalize daytime programming as 
Hanna-Barbera introduces a new concept 
in Saturday morning entertainment. 

Programming will be broadened by 
presenting comedy, music, a live-action 
serial and a quartet of “live” entertainers 
dressed in colorful animal costumes. 


The hosting animals will emcee the 
various animated and live sequences as 
well as do their own musical and action 
scenes. 

Among recurring segments will be ani¬ 
mated stories built around “The Three 
Musketeers,” an animated “Arabian 
Knights” series, a live-action serial on the 
order of theatrical cliffhangers, science 
fiction “Micro Adventures” (wherein 
people are reduced to microscopic size) 
and blackouts. 

The specials are sponsored by the 
Kellogg Company, which sponsored many 
of Hanna-Barbera’s earlier cartoon series 
such as “Huckleberry Hound” and “Yogi 
Bear.” 

“The Wacky Races,” produced in con¬ 
junction with Heater-Quigley, is a series 
about a wildly-assorted group of cars and 
drivers on a crazy cross-country dash. 
Each episode presents a new race over a 
different course. 

“The Adventures of Gulliver” relates 
the antics of young Gary Gulliver and his 
dog, Shag, who are washed ashore on a 
strange island where they awaken to find 
themselves captured by the tiny Lilli¬ 
putians.

"TSCHAIKOVSKY" BEFORE THE 
CAMERAS IN MOSCOW 

Filming has started in Moscow on 
“Tschaikovsky,” first American-Soviet 
coproduction involving a major American 
studio, it was announced by Kenneth 
Hyman, executive vice-president in charge 
of worldwide production for Warner 
Bros.-Seven Arts, and Dimitri Tiomkin, 
well known American composer who is 
serving as executive producer on the pic¬ 
ture for the studio. 

Tiomki is on his way back to Moscow 
today after showing Hyman an English 
translation of the screenplay and discus¬ 
sing production arrangements for the 
elaborate screen effort. 

“Tschaikovsky” is about the life and 
music of Peter Ilyich Tschaikovsky, great 
19th Century Russian composer. Inokenti 
Smoktunovsky, star of the internationally 
praised Russian “Hamlet,” will portray 
the composer. Igor Talankin, whose posi¬ 
tion in Soviet cinema is compared to that 
of Eisenstein, will direct.

The Soviet Ministry of Cinemato¬ 
graphy, the agency operating the U.S.S.R. 
film industry, is partnered with W7 in the 
production.

Sovexportfilm will distribute the picture 
in the socialist countries and Warner 
Bros.-Seven Arts elsewhere throughout 
the world.
